To finalize budget recommendations. 


Report of Wage and Benefit study committee: Rep. LaMott and Ward recom- 
mended the county adopt a standard policy on all employees as to payroll schedules. 

Motion LaMott, second, Ward: Twenty cents an hour ($8.00 a week) added to 
every employee’s base pay. Unanimous approval. 

Motion Ward, second Copenhaver: Any county tenant shall pay $23.08 per week 
towards utilities. Unanimous approval. 

Motion LaMott, second Buckman: County give credit of $11.54 per week to Mr. 
C. Page, D. Woodward, D. Bigelow, towards their utility charges for the next fiscal 
year, July 1, 1975 - June 30, 1976. Unanimous approval. 

Motion LaMott, second Buckman: The County Commissioners be granted an 
annual salary of $3,500.00. 8 yeas, 1 nay, Ward. 

Motion LaMott, second Buckman: That all salary increases, changes and ad- 
justments become effective October 1, 1975. Unanimous approval. 

Motion Ward, second Copenhaver: That Grafton County make a study to eval- 
uate all County employees, using state department labor grades personnel standards 
as a basis. Unanimous approval. 

Motion LaMott, second Copenhaver: That a sum of $5,000.00 be appropriated 
for this evaluation study, to be reduced by any state and federal funds received. 
This program will be administered by the County Commissioners. Unanimous ap- 
proval. 

Motion LaMott, second Buckman: That a salary adjustment fund of $10,000.00 
be set up to be administered by the County Commissioners to take care of any 
inequities between budget periods which might come up. Unanimous approval. 

Motion Buckman, second Fimlaid: That the County Commissioners be allowed 
to borrow up to $500,000.00 in anticipation of taxes. Unanimous approval. 

The following departments were reviewed and line item changes were made to 
their budget requests for the ensuing year; Sheriff’s Department; Probate Court; 
Court House; Superior Court; Public Welfare; Social Services; Capital Outlay Con- 
struction; Administration. 

All other departments had been passed on in a previous meeting on June 30, 
1975. 

This completes the proposed budget to be presented to the full delegation and 
subsequently to a public hearing.

GRAFTON COUNTY CONVENTION 
Public Hearing 


DATE: August 4, 1975

In the absence of Mann and Copenhaver, LaMott acted as Moderator of the 
Public Hearing with Fimlaid as clerk. 

We are indebted to the County Extension Service for the use of their visual and 
audio equipment. 

Summaries of the expected revenues and expenditures were flashed upon the 
screen, enabling everyone in the audience of approximately one hundred people, to 
follow Mr. LaMott’s explanation of all items. 

Mr. LaMott explained the anticipated income. He noted an expected deficit of 
$100,000 in current budget due to incorrect figures furnished by the State Welfare 
Department, which became apparent after the previous budget had been passed. 

The proposed budget showed $1,358,286 to be raised by the property tax owners 
of the various towns in the county, an increase of $249,242 over current budget taxes 
of $1,109,044 or 22%. 

Summary of Expenditures totaling $2,574,908.00 were then flashed upon the 
screen: ' 

Mr. LaMott explained the actual expenses in the previous 12 month period, the 
amount requested by the various agencies, and the recommended figure by the 
Executive Committee. 

Administration: No comments. 

County Attorney: In response to an inquiry by Rep. Allen, Mr. LaMott ex- 
plained that the County Attorney’s office in the Court House was not operational 
until this fiscal period, thus creating the increase of $11,396.00. 

No comments made on Medical Referee, Register of Deeds, Register of Probate, 
Court House Maintenance, Superior Court, Extension Service, or Miscellaneous 
Items. 

Mr. LaMott explained the Salary Adjustment Fund and Job Classification Study 
noting that Grafton County is going to evaluate County positions with thought toward 
classification, using State labor grades and other County and Nursing Home Stand- 
ards as a basis. 

Sheriff's Department: Sheriff Ash came forward to explain why he felt the 
County should fund his requests for the ensuing year. He explained the department 
realizes there is a financial crunch, noting the department was doing everything 
possible to reduce expenses, but felt that public safety required minimum expendi- 
tures to give the proper service to the various towns in the county. 

He felt that the Executive Committee did not give proper recognition to the 
department by not coming to observe the work that this department was doing, even 
though he appeared by request on many occasions to explain his reasons for the 
items he has requested in his proposed budget. He explained that printing costs were 
kept at a minimum due to gifts of materials which enabled him to service practically 
all the printing requests at practically no cost. 

He said lost crime commission grants were the reason for his request of addi- 
tional personnel. 

He felt the Executive Committee was treating his department as second class 
citizens. 
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He felt that his department was doing an excellent job in training his personnel, 
and that his crew was working many hours over the required time in order to serve 
the county, and that this was not recognized. 

He presented copies of various functions of his department which would indicate 
the Sheriff’s Department is serving the county well. 

Chief of Police Young from Sugar Hill commented on the cooperation that the 
Sheriff's Department was giving Sugar Hill and suggested that Sheriff Ash’s requests 
be honored. 

Mrs. Briggs spoke in favor of the juvenile officer requested. 

Rep. Symons requested an explanation of the work done by the department, 
which Sheriff Ash acceded to by furnishing the various reports. 

Public Welfare: No comments. 

County Nursing Home: Wendell Page submitted requests made by the Nursing 
Home employees, attached. 

Dr. Eastman spoke on Nursing Home problems. 

Mrs. Briggs spoke several times on the work at the County Nursing Home and 
the good work and commitment of the employees. 

Mrs. MacDonald spoke several times in support of the proposals made by 
Wendell Page. 

Mrs. Mitchell commented on Nursing Home problems. 

No comments were expressed on the County Jail figures. 

County Farm: Mrs. Ethel Woodard spoke for her husband, Darrell Woodard, 
expressing that the proposed increases and benefits to farm employees were in her 
opinion not sufficient to cover the additional expenses, and that Blue Cross and social 
security deductions would more than offset the increases being proposed. 

Mr. LaMott explained that a discretionary fund of $10,000 is being set up to be 
administered by the commissioners to take care of situations where inequities exist. 

It was pointed out that the County Farm is self-sustaining. 

Social Services: Memorandum for Headrest was presented by Emily B. Gould 
of Hanover, N.H., who presented her reasons for supporting Headrest, and expressed 
her appreciation of the appropriation of $3,000 for this purpose. 

It was decided to hold a meeting of the Executive Committee on next Monday, 
August 11, 1975, at the Court House at 9:00 a.m. to consider the testimony given at 
the public hearing. 

Mr. Fimlaid congratulated Paul LaMott in the manner in which he conducted 
the hearing on five minutes notice. He noted that all suggestions and recommenda- 
tions would be given fair hearing at the coming Executive Committee meeting. He 
also commented that all County expenditures borne, by taxpayers must be kept in 
mind, and with the absence of necessary revenues it will be difficult to do all that 
the Executive Committee would like to do. 


Hearing adjourned about 10:00 p.m.

Copenhaver opened the meeting, and shortly afterward Mann came in and pre- 
sided over the meeting. 

The meeting was called to consider the suggestions and recommendations re- 
ceived at the public hearing held at the Court House on Monday, August 4, 1975. 

At the hearing all the budget proposals with exception of the wage/benefit recom- 
mendations and the Sheriff’s Department appeared to be satisfactory, for no com- 
ments or suggestions were forthcoming. Therefore, only wage/benefit proposals and 
the Sheriff’s Department will be considered. 

Wage-Benefit Recommendation: 

The following motion was made by LaMott, second Fimlaid: A flat $8.00 week/ 
20c hour raise for all eligible personnel effective July 1, 1975, plus additional flat 
$8.00 week/20c hour raise effective January 1, 1976. (Total raise for FY 76 of $16.00 
week/40c hour reflects a 20% increase to the minimum wage category and would 
elevate minimum wage personnel above the minimum requirements. ) 

Group Health Insurance coverage for eligible personnel desiring same at no 
cost to employee, effective October 1, 1975. 

Minimum new hire rate would be @ $2.10 effective July 1, 1975 (except students) 
@ $2.30 effective January 1, 1976 (except students). 

Policy changes for ‘“‘live-in’’ farmers in county-owned homes would be effective 
July 1, 1975. Farmers in 3 homes under policy change would receive $12.00 raise 
July 1, 1975, and additional $4.00 January 1, 1976, for the total raise of $16.00 week 
in FY 76 budget. 

Motion passed unanimously. Cornelius wished to be recorded that he was not 
entirely satisfied with the health insurance provision. 

Sheriff’s Department: Sheriff Ash was called into the meeting to consider his 
suggestions and recommendations to the Sheriff’s budget. 

Chairman Mann spoke to Sheriff Ash that his conduct at the public hearing and 
the remarks he made were very uncalled for; that he was not to take as a forum at 
this meeting to advance his political theories, which have no bearing on the sub- 
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mission of the budget; that his actions in calling in delegates to promote his ideas, 
which may have been contrary to his ideas, which is the responsibility of the Execu- 
tive Committee in preparing the budget for submission to the entire delegation, 
which is the ultimate body to decide the final budget; that his comment that the 
Executive Committee did not come down to see his men at work, was very uncalled 
for. He appeared several times before the executives in discussion of his proposed 
budget, and that is the place to bring forth any criticism or comment which affects 
his department that should have been aired, and not at a public hearing, which can 
only cause hard feelings and dissension. 

The Executive Committee is very cognizant of the good work that is being done 
by the Sheriff’s Department, and that in no way has there been a reference that 
they are to be considered second class citizens. The Executive Committee has by its 
actions in approving practically all his requests recognized this very important de- 
partment in the County government. They will continue to do so within the means 
that are provided. 

Sheriff Ash was then given the floor to make suggestions and recommendations 
to the proposed budget. He explained in great detail the work that his department 
was doing and submitted in detail the civil and criminal work that his men were 
performing. It is an impressive record and proves that the Sheriff’s Department in 
Grafton County is doing the job which has been given to them, and which is ex- 
pected from them. 

Mrs. Ward made the following motion, seconded by Mrs. Copenhaver. 

I move that one regular deputy at a base salary of $9200 plus proposed FY 76 
wage increases and fringe benefits be added to the Sheriff’s Department budget, to 
replace deputy being transferred to the Superior Court. 

Motion passed unanimously. 

Mrs. Hill brought out the fact that the State Welfare Reimbursement might 
possibly be less than planned due to change in federal regulations. There might be 
a change in the formula of allocation to the various states, and it is possible that 
we will receive only 72% of the 1974 actual costs. It was the consensus of the Execu- 
tive Committee, that we would proceed on the planned basis until more concrete 
information is forthcoming. 

Mr. Clement commented on the Warren Pease report which appeared recently 
in the Manchester Union, stating that the rest of the counties in the state are not in 
the same fortunate condition as far as women prisoners are concerned, and that he 
would be opposed to any central state building to house women prisoners. Mrs. Hill 
commented that she is vice president of a committee studying this situation and 
that there might be some concrete proposals forthcoming after a study has been 
made and a report has been submitted. 

Mrs. Ward submitted a letter from the Littleton Board of Selectmen in regard 
to the Moore Dam Problem, and the Littleton Board’s request for an abatement 
because of a court decision that Littleton should be refunded some of the taxes which 
they have been paying to the county. The matter has been referred to the County 
Attorney for research. 

Some changes were recommended in the original budget as follows: 


From To 
1. Relocate Extension Office $12,000 $11,000 
2. Salary Adjustment Fund 10,000 5,000 
3. Eliminate the Job Classification Study 5,000 -0- 


On motion by Copenhaver, seconded by Buckman, $1,000 was allotted for ex- 
penses in connection with the Job Classification Study, which will be incorporated 
in the final budget. This motion was passed unanimously. 

Meeting adjourned at 11:30 a.m. on motion by Fimlaid, and seconded by 
Cornelius.

Chairman Mann called meeting to order noting that budget action would be con- 
sidered and taken item by item from the N. H. State Department of Revenue Admin- 
istration budget form as presented, with supporting breakdown available. 

Section I, Appropriations: All line items accepted as projected with no com- 
ment except: 4140: Sheriff's Dept.; 5140: Nursing Services; Social Services; Legal 
Fees. 

4140 Sheriff’s Dept: 

Rep. Eaton questioned reduction in Sheriff’s budget request. Sheriff Ash ex- 
plained short of manpower due to court deputy transfer and loss of grant funded 
positions. Superior Court requirements have doubled as a Master now sits for hear- 
ings requiring deputy services in addition to regular court term requirements while 
in session. 

Rep. Logan stated understanding at last Executive meeting that it was okay to 
eliminate Juvenile Officer position as other deputies could assume duties of same, 
if another regular deputy was added. Fourth regular deputy position was added to 
recommendations accordingly. 

Rep. Copenhaver stated she felt last Executive Committee meeting took care of 
the manpower shortage. 

Rep. Symons requested list of actual services by area, as previously requested 
at public hearing; a geographical breakdown. 

Rep. Ward noted that one position was reinstated for deputy sheriff to cover 
Hanover-Lebanon area. 

Sheriff Ash presented court docket for September term, noting one docket for 
Master hearings and one docket for regular court session. 

Rep. Cornelius noted 13 days in three weeks for Master and questioned need of 
another deputy for 13 days. Sheriff stated docket not complete, and Special deputies 
receive $40.00 per day plus 25c per mile. 

Rep. Ward asked if Clerk of Court sits as Master? NO. 

Rep. Pepitone questioned adequacy of allowance for special deputies. 

Rep. D. Bradley noted Executive Committee is a good one that sits over budget, 
and would like to support them. Should take changes on the per diem costs this 
year, and act accordingly next budget year. 

Rep. Eaton moved to add $9,808 to Sheriff’s budget for another man. No second. 

Rep. Chambers asked how much could be absorbed in present budget and how 
much of a problem it would present. 

Sheriff Ash stated that the outside services account of $2,000 could be increased 
to cushion extra requirements. 

Citizen Guaraldi asked why there was only one public hearing this year. Rep. 
Mann replied that only one required by statute, and others are held if requested. No 
request for additional hearings this year. 

Rep. Pepitone moved that Item 4140.29 be increased to $4,000 to give reserve of 
$2,000 for outside services. 

Rep. D. Bradley seconded. Motion passed. 

5140—Nursing Services: 

Rep. Cornelius noted that County Nursing Home employees came in with several 
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requests at public hearing, and that the Executive Committee had considered most 
of them and made changes to budget recommendations. One area was not addressed, 
that being shift differential of 5c and 10c for Aides and Orderlies. RNs and LPNs 
receive differential for shifts, yet aides and orderlies working same shifts receive no 
extra compensation, which is actually a small budget item. 

Rep. Cornelius moved line item 5140.04 be increased by the amount of $1747.20 
in order to pay 2nd and 3rd shift differential to aides and orderlies. 

Rep. Symons seconded. Motion passed unanimously. 

Rep. D. Bradley asked for clarification on Health Insurance recommendation. 
Rep. LaMott explained County to pick up full cost for eligible personnel desiring 
coverage. 

Rep. Cornelius reiterated his opposition to this procedure, stating he favors full 
single coverage equalling same benefit to all. 

Rep. Ward stated original recommendation was adopting state policy of single 
coverage. 

Social Services: 

Questioned Bristol Meals on Wheels understanding that the program was not 
fully operational, and no one now in that agency. Comm. Hill clarified, stating that 
this is another agency in Bristol area to provide services no longer available through 
former agency. 

Rep. Eaton questioned amount of United Way donations to Social Services. 
Comm. Hill stated amount not known; allocations are now available for this year. 

Rep. Symons stated United Way does give some on the basis that agency will 
raise remainder of amount needed. 

Rep. Eaton asked if County Commissioners have sent any County welfare re- 
cipients to the LISTEN agency, and was informed that indeed many County cases 
have received emergency food assistance, clothing, etc., from LISTEN, in some cases 
keeping persons off welfare rolls. 

Rep. Copenhaver moved that the sum of $1500 be added to the $1000 recom- 
mended for LISTEN to bring appropriation to original sum of $2500 requested. 

Seconded by Rep. Duhaime. 

Chairman Mann noted that Rep. Altman, absent due to illness, had written in 
to request that the $1500 be restored to LISTEN. Motion passed unanimously. 

Rep. C. Clark asked why funds were dropped for the Development Center in 
Plymouth. 

Comm. Hill explained that the Executive Committee felt it was not a total 
County project, and one area. Each agency had been mailed copies of proposals to 
be made aware of the changes made in agency requests. 

Rep. C. Clark moved that $7269 be restored in the budget for the Plymouth 
Area Development Center. No second. 

Legal Fees: 

Rep. Ward noted under Legal Fees that no amount had been recommended, and 
felt that an appropriation should be considered in anticipation of possible legal action 
in Town of Littleton’s request for tax abatement. (Moore Dam overassessed). Graf- 
ton County Attorney is a Littleton resident and Littleton taxpayer, and therefore 
could be conflict of interest to handle case for County. 

Rep. LaMott moved that the sum of $2500 be included under Legal Fees in the 
budget. Rep. Ward seconded. 

Rep. LaMott stated that Littleton is not the only town in this situation and that 
this could be a landmark case as the other towns are sitting back waiting for out- 
come. Motion passed unanimously. 

Chairman Mann continued on to Section II, Source of Revenue. 


Comm. Hiil spoke on Nursing Home Revenue, patient income, stating that the 
estimated receipt may be changed; Federal legislation for same is stalled, may not 
be passed, and that possibly they will pay only 72% of the 1974 cost. May lose reim- 
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bursement of $20 per day cost if not passed. Until new legislation is passed in Sep- 
tember, it is not known if there will be enough money to reimburse at proposed 
rate. Also, may be disallowances of present reimbursements. This will also affect 
payments. 

Rep. LaMott asked why Occupation Therapy is not reimbursed. Comm. Hill 
stated it is not known, although it is a Title 19 requirement. 

Rep. Symons moved that the County Delegation ask the Clerk to send letters 
in delegation’s name to Congressional members requesting support of said legisla- 
tion. (also to Comm. Whaland) 

Rep. Cornelius seconded. Motion passed. Will make no change in budget at 
this time. 

Clarified deficit factor. Noted to go with revenue as anticipated, hoping for 
reimbursement legislation to pass as drafted. 

Rep. LaMott moved to raise the sum of $1,311,019 by County Tax. Rep. Hough 
seconded. Passed. 

Rep. LaMott moved total budget appropriation of $2,588,033. Rep. Ward seconded. 
Passed. 

Rep. Copenhaver moved anticipated Revenue Sharing Funds in the amount of 
$128,467 be appropriated as follows: $54,728, Social Services (Mental Health); $63,931, 
Nursing Home Services; $9,808, Public Safety (added deputy). Apply additional 
credits to Nursing Service. Rep. Allen seconded. Passed. 

Rep. Copenhaver asked for comment from Mr. Sargent, Extension Service, as 
to new quarters in Court House. Mr. Sargent stated very satisfactory, working out 
well. Proper lighting is now being installed which will greatly improve working 
conditions, and other than lighting, the set-up is good. 

Comm. Clement thanked Executive Committee, each member, for their fine 
work on this budget, and time spent with Commissioners working out recommenda- 
tions. 

Chairman Mann noted his letter to delegation in May stating budget would be 
later this year; had planned for passing budget prior to July 1st, but because of State 
legislation and other pertinent matters, it was delayed. Thanked members for 
patience and support, stating all have worked hard for an economical budget. 

Rep. Allen moved for adjournment.

Apparently the air conditioners were improperly installed 
resulting in burned out generators, and other major problems occurring with greater 
and greater frequency.

House building to service all equipment in the building (intercoms, radios, monitor 
equipment in the jail building, scanning equipment). He informed the committee 
that all telephone calls and radio transmissions were being recorded. It is considered 
one of the finest installations in the state and was given a very high rating by the 
Federal inspectors and monitors. 
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As a result of Crime Commission and Man Power funds being received by the 
County sometimes unknown to Delegation, it was suggested that all such funds be 
channelled through the Commissioners and Executive Committee for their knowl- 
edge and approval. 

This will be put into a formal motion, with assistance of the County Attorney 
for the proper wording. 

Also the problem of travel expense which is not being handled in the same 
manner in the various departments in the County, some of which are stipulated by 
R.S.A.’s passed by the General Court, has to be clarified. This motion also was 
passed on to County Attorney for the proper wording, to cover all legal aspects. This 
will be presented at the next Executive Committee meeting. 

Discussed State Council on Aging’s recommendation that funds and adminis- 
tration for nutrition programs presently handled by Community Action be separated. 
It has been recommended by the Council on Aging that a pilot program be set up 
for Grafton County exclusively, to be administered by Upper Valley Senior Citizens 
Council for the nutrition programs.

Authorize Commissioners to borrow 
up to $45,000 on short term notes to finance microfilming and purchase of equipment 
on bid basis for Register of Deeds records, to be repaid out of increased Deeds in- 
come. Passed. 

Motion by Dr. Bradley, second by LaMott. Accept Job Classification of County 
Home, Jail, Farm employees effective July 5, 1976, as set forth by recent seurvey. 
Passed. 

Motion by Dr. Bradley, second Pepitone. All applications for crime commis- 
sion or other funds and manpower positions by any elected or appointed officials 
within Grafton County be presented to the Commissioners and the Executive Com- 
mittee in the first instance for their knowledge and approval. Passed. 

Motion by Dr. Bradley, second by Copenhaver. The County establish a uniform 
mileage rate, said rate being fifteen cents per mile, and that the County shall not 
pay mileage for travel from an employee’s residence to their County office (or from 
County office to residence), and that the County establish a uniform per diem rate, 
said rate to be not more than twenty-five dollars per day, except writ service and 
Superior/Supreme Court attendance which are set by Statute. Passed. 

Motion by LaMott, second by Allen. Authorize/support Tri-County Manpower 
Agreement with State; Barbara Hill is authorized agent to negotiate/sign in behalf 
of Grafton County. 

Paul LaCasse spoke on the work of the Tri-Council and explained the implica- 
tions and meaning of this motion. Youth programs, adult programs are involved. 
Passed. 
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Discussion/Action of the details of the Budget: 

Administration: The only change was the motion by LaMott, as passed by the 
Executive Committee, that Evelyn Smith be appointed Executive Director, with a 
minimum salary of $10,000.00. Second, Copenhaver. Passed. 

There will be no change in the line item amount requested. 

Treasurer, County Auditors, County Delegation Expenses, County Attorney, Med- 
ical Referee, and Contracted Legal Services approved as presented. 

Register of Deeds: In conjunction with previous motion on microfilming of 
Deeds’ records, Registrar Wood recommended the following changes: 


Item .01 Salary, Clerical, Reduce by ($1,500.00) 
Item .87 Deleted Microfilm Expense ( 1,000.00) 
Item .88 Add Equip. Rental Expense 500.00 

($2,000.00) 


Recommendations approved resulting in a reduction of $2,000.00 in Deeds budget. 

Register of Probate: Approved as presented. 

Sheriff's Department: Rep. Altman proposed that approval be made of the 
Sheriff's budget as originally presented by the Sheriff. 

LaMott spoke against the reinstatement of requested funds, no changes in the 
budget as presented. He explained in detail the reasons for no change. Discussion 
ensued. Questioned fact that as budget stands, no vehicle available if manpower 
extends deputy position. LaMott answered that there should be no need for a 7th 
vehicle, as the court deputy does not need a cruiser, but should come to the court 
house on his own, and vehicle now used by court deputy should be dispatched from 
court house. 

Sheriff Ash spoke to justify budget requests, emphatically pointing out extra 
hours worked by staff and that they have ‘‘only the basics’’. 

LaMott noted that the Executive Committee has requested a survey to deter- 
mine services performed and per cent of benefits to each town, including transports, 
dispatch, etc., with intention of bringing statistics back to towns for their consider- 
ation as to whether such services should be town or county funded. 

Motion by Altman: That the sum eliminated be returned to the Sheriff’s De- 
partment. No second. 

Motion by Altman, seconded by Allen: That the sum of $20,000 be added to the 
Sheriff's budget to bring the total to $170,964.00. 

Roll Call vote, Ayes 6; Nays 10. Motion lost. Ayes: Altman, Ward, R. Bradley, 
Allen, Buckman, D. Bradley. Nays: Melnick, Pepitone, Fimlaid, LaMott, C. Clark, 
Cummings, Cornelius, Logan, Copenhaver, Chambers. 

No further discussion. The Sheriff’s Budget approved as presented. 

Court House Maintenance, Superior Court, Public Welfare, and Extension Service 
approved as presented. 

Social Services: Cornelius moved that the appropriation for Mental Health 
Centers be increased from $.75 to $1.00 per capita, contingent upon the availability 
of revenue sharing funds after December 31, 1976; that the cost of this appropriation 
be charged against revenue sharing funds if possible, and, if not, that the cost be 
charged against county tax revenue, said cost to be offset by the application of 
revenue sharing funds to other county expenses. Second, Copenhaver. 

Cornelius spoke on his motion. 

Buckman spoke against the motion, questioning the legality of using revenue 
sharing funds for this purpose and suggesting that all revenue sharing funds would 
be lost. 

Dr. Bradley proposed an amendment to eliminate all references to revenue 
sharing, which was accepted by Cornelius, so that the motion read as follows: That 
the appropriation for Mental Health Centers be increased from $.75 to $1.00 per 
capita. Second, Copenhaver. 
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Dr. Bradley spoke on his motion. 

Ward spoke against the motion explaining in detail the actions of the House in 
passing HB 4 where third party payments for the first time would be available 
rather than depending on the tax dollar in full. She felt it would be sufficient to 
cover the reduction made in the County Budget. 

Question called. Amendment passed. 

Roll call requested on motion. 

Ayes 5, Nays 11. Motion lost. Ayes: Melnick, C. Clark, Cornelius, Copenhaver, 
Chambers. Nays: Allen, Ward, Pepitone, Fimlaid, R. Bradley, LaMott, Altman, 
Cummings, D. Bradley, Logan, Buckman. 

Social Services was then approved as presented. 

Miscellaneous Other Expenditures: Mr. Demers recommended that $6,500.00 
be added to Capital Outlay 9200 to renovated Air Conditioning to total 9,000.00. Burn- 
ed out condenser reason for request. 

With this addition the ‘“‘Other Expenditure’”’ section of the budget was approved 
as presented. 

Nursing Home Complex: Approved as presented. 

Jail: Approved as presented with a comment by Commissioner Clement that 
we have the only facilities in the state which can accommodate women prisoners. 


Farm: Approved as presented. 

Chairman Mann then called for the approval of the Budget as amended; LaMott 
moved to adopt the budget as amended for total appropriation of $2,965,607.00. Dr. 
Bradley seconded. Roll Call requested. Passed, Ayes 13, Nays 3. Ayes: Allen, Mel- 
nick, Pepitone, Fimlaid, R. Bradley, LaMott, Altman, Buckman, C. Clark, Cum- 
mings, D. Bradley, Chambers, Logan. Nays: Ward, Cornelius, Copenhaver. 


Allen moved, Ward seconded, that Planned Use for Revenue Sharing Funds in 
the amount of $111,190 be appropriated as follows: 


Public Safety $ 15,141 
Health 38,385 
Social Services 50,064 
General Gov’t. 7,600 
$111,190 
Approved. 


Moved by Allen, second by Dr. Bradley, that the Tax Revenue figure be set at 
$1,573,217. Passed. 

Requested Delegation to take action to negotiate contracts on County owned 
water lines with Woodsville precinct. 

LaMott moved that the Water Contracts be tabled for review and further study, 
seconded by Pepitone. Passed. 

Moved by Cornelius, second by LaMott. Chairman appoint a subcommittee to 
study and develop a policy relating to the county funding of social services and 
recommend said policy to the Executive Committee no later than December 1, 1976. 
Passed.

Sewage System: Public Hearing is tentatively scheduled for 7:30 p.m., Monday, 
July 26, 1976 at Court House. 

Court House Mechanical Deficiencies: Meeting of all sub-contractors, contractor, 
architect, engineer, Commissioners, Atty., etc., tentatively scheduled for 10:30 a.m., 
July 19, 1976 at the Court House. 

Bicentennial Activities/Projects: Commissioner Clement gave some of the 
details and plans for the County’s participation in the programs. 

Dr. Bradley spoke and thanked the Commissioners and Executive Committee for 
the excellent work accomplished in the administration and planning not only on the 
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budgets, but also the harmonious relations that existed among the employees of the 
County, and the relationship existing between the County officials and the citizens of 
the County. This was in behalf of the delegation. 

Commissioner Clement announced that he would not seek reelection next year. 
After 24 years as commissioner, he feels it is “time to retire’. He expressed sincere 
thanks to all concerned for their cooperation and support over the years. 

He was given a standing ovation by the assembly. 

Chairman Mann also expressed his appreciation to everyone who has assisted 
in any way in keeping the Grafton County government running as smoothly as it is, 
and adjourned the meeting at 1:30 p.m.

REPORT OF THE 
GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


As required by Statute, the Commissioners of Grafton County herewith submit 
the reports of the various county officials for Fiscal Year 1976. 

The final financial report for the fiscal year reflecting a $17,041 surplus is an in- 
credibly close figure on a 2% million budget estimate. Although the welfare ex- 
penditures, especially intermediate nursing care, continue to be unpredictable and 
on a rapid upward trend, other areas of the budget are in good order and department 
heads and officials are to be commended on their budget consciousness. Register of 
Deeds and County Farm continue to be self-supporting, having revenues in excess 
of expenditures. 

Some time was spent the first of this year by the County Attorney, Executive 
Committee and County Commissioners on research and hearings for the Town of 
Littleton on their request for tax abatement based on court decision lowering eval- 
uation of New England Power Company’s Moore Dam property. Unanimous opinion 
of County officials is that no abatement is due as County officials do not make prop- 
erty evaluations nor do they make tax assessments. 

County officials held three informational meetings for selectmen and/or local 
government officials regarding county government, services provided, and tax 
structure. Though attendance was at a minimum, the meetings were interesting and 
questions posed were appropos. 

Grafton County is fortunate to continue receiving grants through LEAA and 
CETA programs. The 50-95% grant funding has allowed the county to acquire needed 
equipment and positions without further straining tax dollars. Support of Social 
Service programs continues at a pace consistent with anticipated revenue sharing 
allocations. 

The Sewage System Project for the nursing home initiated in 1972 has finally 
progressed from Phase I (planning) to Phase II (design), and though the wheels 
of progress turn very slowly where State and Federal governments are involved, it 
appears that advancement to Phase III (construction) may be in sight by the end of 
1977. Federal grant allocation has been made to assist in financing the project. 

In May of this year we were greatly saddened to lose one of Grafton County’s 
more outstanding and dedicated citizens. Mr. Kenneth Bell had devoted over 45 
years to public service, including 30 years as your County Commissioner. A me- 
morial fund has been established in his name at the Grafton County Nursing Home 
to be used for the recreation of the patients, as he desired. 

In closing an active year, we wish to express appreciation to staff, employees, 
County Delegation and Executive Committee, town and city officials, and State 
officials and agencies for their continued support and cooperation.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
Note 1 — Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The accounts of the County are maintained on the modified accrual basis of 
accounting with revenue not received and expenditures not paid being accrued at 
year end, except accrued interest on outstanding indebtedness, which is paid to- 
gether with matured indebtedness from appropriations of the following year. In- 
ventories are recorded at cost. Expenditures for general fixed assets are expensed 
in the year of purchase. Retirement funds for the benefit of employees are provided 
through the New Hampshire Retirement System. 


Note 2 — Salary Adjustment Fund 

This account was established to offset any over-expenditures in the various 
salary accounts (Account Numbers 5100.01, 5100.02, 5100.03, 4110.00 and 5190.02). 
However, in order to show a more realistic figure for actual expenditures and to 
assist in future budgeting, no adjustment was made to the Salary Adjustment Fund 
at year end.

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REPORT OF THE GRAFTON COUNTY ATTORNEY 
Juiy 1, 1975 to June 30, 1976 


To the Commissioners and Citizens of Grafton County: 


Herein is the annual fiscal report of the office of your county attorney. During 
the 12-month period this office handled approximately 166 felonies, 112 misdemeanors, 
49 uniform reciprocal support actions that were initiated by us for citizens of this 
county and 51 uniform reciprocal support actions that we received from other juris- 
dictions to be handled in Grafton County. In addition, your county attorney on occa- 
sion advised the Grafton County Commissioners, the County Home, the various law 
enforcement agencies within the county, some of the towns and their subdivisions 
and numerous individuals. On request your county attorney was readily available to 
appear in any municipal or district court to help the local police department. 

During this past term, as was the case during my first term, I have kept the 
budget down to the minimum and yet there have been no problems in running this 
office. Nor have there been any problems in spite of my refusal to allow this office 
to become another wasteful bureaucracy by accepting assistants and/or investigators 
that eventually would have their salaries paid for by Grafton County when certain 
federal grants had run their course. 

As stated in the last report, it has long been my feeling that a county attorney 
should not be merely interested in prevailing in each case. Rather, his goal should 
be to insure that simple justice is done in all instances. I have attempted to carry 
through with this ideal while balancing the public interests, the arresting officer’s 
interests and the interests of the accused. It will never be an easy task as long as 
each case is considered on an individual basis. 

In conclusion, I would like to say that although I have enjoyed being your county 
attorney for the past two terms, I have decided not to run again at the present time. 
My reasons are threefold. First, I feel that two straight terms in any position such 
as this is probably enough without a self-imposed break in order that one may look 
at the office from afar and perhaps notice things that had not been observed before 
because of the inherent closeness to the situation that is inevitable. Secondly, this 
offers someone else the opportunity to bring in new ideas that may prove to be of 
some benefit to the county. And finally, this will allow me the opportunity to estab- 
lish a law practice and help my family in Littleton, something I’ve been unable to 
find the time for while in office. 

I would like to express my sincere appreciation to all of the dedicated law en- 
forcement people within Grafton County for their assistance and cooperation this 
past term.

24 HOUR DISPATCH SERVICE 


Grafton County Dispatch experienced their busiest year, reflecting both an in- 
creased crime rate, and greater reliance by law enforcement agencies on the ser- 
vices provided by dispatch. Dispatch activity for the fiscal 1975 to 1976 was as follows: 


Radio Transmissions 99,013 + 7% 
Incoming Phone Calls 12,964 + 8% 
Total Phone Calls (in and out) 18,802 + 20% 


Grafton County Dispatch became part of the Civil Defense Warning System dur- 
ing the past year. 

Radios were installed for the first time in the police chief’s vehicles in Easton, 
Bath, Thornton, Dorchester, and Ellsworth. None of these towns had ever had radios 
before. Both Sheriff’s Department matrons had radios installed in their vehicles, and 
two more ambulances came on the Grafton County frequency. 


GRANT AWARDS 


Received by the Grafton County Sheriff’s Department 

During the past year, the Governor’s Commission on Crime and Delinquency 
awarded several grants to this department in the amount of $40,782.00, as follows: 

1. $8,685 to purchase a generator and new power cable on Cannon Mt. This 
provides emergency power for about a dozen public safety radios serving Grafton 
County. 

2. $2,873 to purchase a generator to provide emergency power for the Sheriff’s 
Department radios at the Court House in North Haverhill. 

3. $4,910 to purchase logging recorders and instant replay phone recorders for 
Grafton County Dispatch. 

4. $2,503 for security equipment at Grafton County Dispatch, including closed 
circuit TV, intercom, and electro-magnetic door lock. 

5. $19,884 for salaries of dispatchers in Grafton County Dispatch. 

6. $787 for a Summer Police Cadet and Cadet Training Academy. 

7. $1,140 to provide an Outgoing Telephone WATS line for one year. 

In addition, the Tri-County Council, Inc. (Manpower Program) funded a criminal 
deputy’s position and a secretary’s position, along with funds from a Federal Fores- 
try Contract for a security patrol of various Federal campsites throughout Grafton 
County.

JULY 1, 1975 TO JUNE 30, 1976 


To the Commissioners of Grafton County: 


This has been an average year for us. Both the hospital wing and the resident 
section have been filled to almost 100%. 

The health of the residents has been good in general. Our Physiotherapy and 
Occupational Therapy departments have been active and a big improvement in 
care and outlook of our patients and residents. 

We had a rather serious outbreak of Influenza in February and March, in spite 
of innoculations. We expect to get an early allotment of the new Swine Influenza 
vaccine to vaccinate all patients, residents and personnel. 

Our Electrocardiogram machine has been frequently used during this year, as 
has all the rest of our equipment. 

The Pharmacy has been remodeled, giving us a lot more room which we needed, 
because we have 137 beds for patients, residents and a jail population that varies 
from 10-25. Almost all of these are on some kind of medication because of age in 
most cases and social problems in others.

A Report on Employment and Training Programs 
Activities in Grafton County 


Introduction: 
A. CETA and The Balance of State 

Under Title I of the Comprehensive Employment and Training Act of 1973 
(CETA), the Federal Government makes grants to local governments or combinations 
of local governments to enable them to provide locally planned and administered 
employment and training services to eligible clients within the local area. 

Gov. Thomson, with his philosophy of local rule in government, expressed the 
wish that the Balance of State be further broken down into sub-grantee areas. Hence, 
several counties have joined together to form non-profit corporations to receive the 
funds for their areas and to operate their own programs. 

Under the provisions of the act and reinforced by the Governor’s philosophy, the 
Tri-County area of Coos, Carroll and Grafton Counties have combined to form the 
Tri-County Council, Inc. 

The Council was formed to enable the three (3) political jurisdictions to cooper- 
ate for the optimal delivery of employment and training serviced under the Com- 
prehensive Employment and Training Act of 1973 (CETA). The chief elected officials 
who are authorized by their legislative bodies to represent these bodies to the Coun- 
cil are as follows: Barbara Hill, Grafton County Board of Commissioners; Thomas 
Corrigan, Coos County Board of Commissioners; Gordon Thayer, Carroll County 
Board of Commissioners; Frederick King, Coos County Coordinator. 

The Tri-County Council, Inc. is just one of three such corporations which com- 
prise the Balance of State which are under sub-contractual agreements with the 
Prime Sponsor for the Balance of State the N.H. Office of Manpower Affairs. 

The others are: The Belknap/Merrimack Employment & Training Administration 
which covers those counties; and the Southwest Employment & Training Administra- 
tion which covers Sullivan and Cheshire Counties. 

The basic design of the system and the services offered are the result of long 
and complex planning process undertaken each year. All major decisions on services, 
funding levels, priority groups and delivery agencies must go through the Tri-County 
area employment and training Advisory Board, the Tri-County Council, Inc. Execu- 
tive Board, the Balance of State Planning Council and the State Manpower Services 
Council. 

Each sub-grantee has its own area employment and training Advisory Board. In 
Tri-County, two basic policy decisions were made: 1) To provide a single system of 
comprehensive services instead of continuing categorical programs which existed 
before CETA; 2) To administer and operate programs and to provide services to 
clients directly through staff hired by the Tri-County Council, Inc. 

B. The Local CETA System (TCC) 

The result of the basic policy decisions is that a group of local agencies, which 
had been providing fragmented services, are now involved in a cooperative Intake 
and Assessment Unit for the purpose of performing services as part of a compre- 
hensive employment and training system. This enables each agency to take ad- 
vantage of the services offered by other agencies within the system. 

It also requires careful cooperation and coordination among the agencies, the 
development of cooperative agreements, and the adherence to system-wide pro- 
cedures which still need to be reinforced. 

The comprehensive employment and training system has three main goals which 
are: 1) To place economically disadvantaged unemployed family heads and youth 
in good jobs with adequate pay to support themselves and their families at an in- 
come above the poverty level and to help them retain those jobs; 2) To place some 
clients in other positive situations which will benefit the individuals concerned. These 
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positive situations include returning to school or other full-time training, entering 
the military, obtaining a CETA Title II Public Service Employment position, and 
others; 3) To provide in-school, economically disadvantaged, potential dropouts, 
16-21 year old youth with training and other services which will prepare them for 
entering the world of work at some future time. 

The priority groups which have been established by the Tri-County Council, Inc. 
indicate that we are attempting to serve the lower 3% of the labor force, those who 
would tend to remain unemployed even if our economy were in good shape. We 
feel that the chronically unemployed, which we are trying to serve, suffer multiple 
barriers to employment including lack of education, lack of financial resources, 
family responsibilities, racial and sex discrimination, and other barriers including 
lack of understanding of the world of work and lack of a stable work record. 

Clearly, to accomplish the primary goal of unsubsidized job placement and 
retention for the economically disadvantaged, we need to provide services which 
will eliminate these barriers. The CETA system is designed to provide the flexible 
and comprehensive services which a client would need to eliminate the employment 
barriers. 

For the program and fiscal year of July 1, 1975 through June 30, 1976, Federal 
funds in the amount of $1,000,892.00 have been made available to Tri-County Council, 
Inc. for a variety of program activities under different titles of CETA.
